Caution and Care Are 


Necessary to Avoid Sum- 
mer Accidents 


LL of us tend to forget sum- 
mer danger warnings and go 
blithely on our way. But there 
verious; accidents that we 
use great care in guard- 
3 ing against.

ET we all advocate swimming 

and bathing and consider a 
summer vacation all but spoiled 
if we do not spend a part of it 
near the water. The dangers are 
cramps, exhaustion, hitting the 
head or abdomen on an obstruc- 
tion and simple drowning. The 
accident. happens so suddenly 
that we are frightened out of 
our wits. We think of many 
things to do and waste many 
valuable seconds deciding what 
to do. In any case when a per- 
son has been in the water and 
has ceased to breathe or is 
breathing slightly there is one 
thing to do and only one. That 
one must be done immediately 
after the person is removed from 
the water. That is, use artificial 
respiration at once. Don’t waste 
time rolling the victim on a bar- 
rel or standing him on his head 
to get the water out of his stom- 
ach or lungs. Don’t wait to get 
off his clothes. Turn him over 
on his stomach and chest, one 
arm under his head turned to 
obe side, and start artificial res- 
piration. 


NEEL down with one knee on 

each side of his legs, put 
palms .of hands over his lower 
ribg with finger tips just out of 
sight and fhumbs along back- 
bone. Bear down and forward 
with full weight pushing air and 
water out of lungs. Relieve your 
pressure quickly and straighten 
your. back. Push down again 
hard and release, 12 to 14 times 
@minyte. Don’t hurry but move 
quickdy Keep it up without a 
break hour or more or 
until the wned person com- 
mences to breathe. Then you 
can open his clothes or get warm 
things over him, but at first, 
seconds are precious, and not 
one can be lost. If anyone else 
is present let him send or go for 
help.
